In preparing for revival services I 
discovered this article in a packet of 
materials from the church admin- 
istration department of our conven- 
tion, It’s called ‘‘Slow Down and 
Live’’. 

Life can be like a person running 
up an escalator that is going down. 
The contraption goes on and on. You 
can barely keep pace and you're 
running out of breath. 

Identify with this? 

Another perplexing malady is 
that nothing seems to be bolted 
down any more. Once secure 
foundations are uprooted with 
amazing indifference. We've been 
left to drift on an uncharted sea. 
What's the use? 

We've all been there - the valley 
of despair. It’s a pretty good sign 
that we've drifted far from the 
anchors of our Christian faith. 

Rediscovering God’s purpose 
gives daily living its why. Slow the 
pace. Reflect upon God's plan and 
purpose for life. Withdrawing to a 
quiet, secluded place of meditation, 
as Christ often did, can help you find 
the whys. Away from the busy, 
noisy clamor of daily struggles, your 
spirit needs to catch up to your body. 

The flickering flame of God’s 
Spirit within you needs to be fanned 
into full glow. Perspectives, 
priorities and God’s purpose are 
inseparably related to the whole 
process of finding and fulfilling the 
reason for existence. 

The Bible says that Christians are 
to let their light shine that others 
may be guided into God’s love. It is 
an inner light. When it grows dim 
with doubts and fears, a person will 
stumble and fall. But when he prays 
in childlike faith, his inner light 
burns brightly, and will light his path 
day by day, until it leads him home 
at the end of the way. 

After reading this article I was 
reminded again of the importance of 
a special, daily time alone with God.
